Endeavoring to maintain or surpass the goal set 
by the 1954 staff, which was awarded a First Place 
certificate by the Columbia Scholastic Press Associa- 
tion and First Class honor rating by the National 
Scholastic Press Association was the aim of the 1955 
staff headed by Lucy Staack. 

In June, several members of the staff attended a 
six-day yearbook workshop at the State University 
of Iowa to acquire information and ideas on year- 
book planning. Visible activity began in September 
after a summer of planning layouts, seeking adver- 
tising and signing contracts. Football programs were 
the first project of the staff. After compiling the 
information and submitting the copy to Fuller’s 
Printery the staff gathered their forces together to 
sell the programs at the home games. 

An extensive subscription campaign was started 
early in the fall and continued far into the new year. 


This year’s staff managed to top last year’s goal with 
a new record of one thousand annuals sold to teach- 
ers, students and business men. 

One of the most colorful and interesting jobs of 
the staff was to plan the coronation of the M Queen 
and get the Queen and her attendants ready for all 
the coronation and homecoming activities. 

For the first time in several years the staff used 
students’ art work and a cloth cover. Maroon and 
white school colors were dropped from the tradi- 
tional cover in favor of a bright red and black. The 
theme, modern youth, was shown by different divider 
pages done on a molded, washed background with 
chalk silhouettes. 

Working diligently from May to April, complet- 
ing layouts, pictures, and copy, the staff sent the 
book to press on April 21.

In Memoriam 



Mr. George Senneff, to whom this sports section is dedicated. 


Students and faculty of Moline High School and resi- 
dents of the community were deeply grieved when George 
Senneff, former MHS coach and physical education direc- 
tor, died December 23, 1954. 

Mr. Senneff came to MHS in 1920 from Taylorville, 
Illinois, to begin coaching the MHS athletic teams. Be- 
cause of his expert work in this field and his great interest 
in athletics, the school and the community developed the 
enthusiastic response to the activities of the athletic teams 
that prevails today. 

Winning the game was not the main desire of Coach 
Senneff. His chief concern was to see the boys develop 
the qualities of good sportsmanship and to become ad- 
mirable citizens. 


During the twenty-five years that Mr. Senneff coached 
the MHS football teams and the twenty-one years he 
served as basketball mentor, he won state fame. In 1940 
it was said that probably no coach in Illinois or even in 
the middlewest had a more brilliant record than the one 
Coach Senneff had accumulated in the preceding twenty- 
five years. 

Retiring in 1944 as football coach, Mr. Senneff became 
head of the health department of the Moline public school 
system. He held this position until his death last December. 

A friendly, cheerful person, Mr. Senneff was popular 
with all who ever met him or worked with him. Through 
his teaching and inspiration many of the boys who played 
on his teams have become prominent men in this area.
